@ large scale map by the Town- 
ship chairmen and their canvass- 
ers together with the Chairmen 
of the Joint Committees and Prof.

All resident farmsteads in the 
R.M. of Bayne and some fringe 
areas are shown on this large 
scale map, also the roads used by 
each farmer. From the survey 
questionnaire it was possible to 
tabulate the travel of each mile

of road per month and this is in-|' 


dicated on the map. This gives a 
fairly accurate report on which 
roads are used most frequently. 
This map also shows. the route 
farmers would like -to travel if an 
all weather road were built, 

The interest and enthusiasm 
shown in tabulating and obtaining 
the survey results was_ terrific. 
This analysis will form the basis 
for a master road plan for the 
Municipality which is the first 
district in Saskatchewan to start 
complete road classification for 
the future. From this survey all 
guesswork is eliminated in regard 
to what roads are most frequently 
used and routes shown where 
farmers would like to travel. This 
proves valuable information when 
roads are to be rebuilt or new 
outlets built—The Bruno_Times, 
Humboldt, Sask.

Chiefs and councillors repre- 
senting seven Alberta Indian 
bands, and Indian affairs branch 
officials from all over Alberta 
gathered at Hobbema recently to 
open their third conference on 
reservation agricultural problems.

The address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne at the 
coming session of the. provincial 
legislature will bé moved by W. 
G. Davies, MLA for the city of 
Moose Jaw, Premier T, GC. Doug- 
las announced. Frank Meakes, 
MLA for Touchwood constituency 
will second the address. 


The second session of the thir- 
teenth Saskatchewan Legislature 
opens Thursday, February 13. Af- 
ter a formal opening and a rou- 
tine sitting on Friday, the throne 
speech debate will begin on Mon- 
day, February 17, when the reply 
will be moved by Mr. Davies and 
seconded by Mr. Meakes._ 

Both the mover and seconder 
were elected to the legislature. for 
théir first terms at the last pro- 
vincial election in June, 1956, and 
both are native sons of: Saskat- 
chewan. They have taken an in- 
terest. in public affairs and as- 
sumed position of leadership in 
their communities. 

Mr. Davies was born at Indian 
Head ‘in 1916, the son of parents 
who were among the first. settlers 
in the area, and who farmed near 
that centre. He received, his public 
school ‘education at Indian Head 
and Regina after the family mov- 
ed there in 1923. He also attended 
Central Collegiate and Balfour 
Technical School in Regina for his 
hight school education. 


For the past 18 years Mr. Dav- 


he has served on the city council 
for eight years.. While connected 
with civic politics he has institut- 
ed numerous reforms and addi- 
tions in Moose Jaw, serving on a 
total of 20 committees and local 
boards during his period of office. 
Since 1946 he has acted as full-

Aims of the conferences are six- 
fold. “We hope to improve effi- 
ciency and reduce’ indebtedness on 
a revolving basis to assist young 
farmers,” Mr. Battle said. 

The sessions also aim at pass- 
ing greater responsibility to the 
farmers, so that they will manage 
their own’ affairs; at providing 


‘the opportunity to share exper- 


iences for the common good; to 
deal with everyday problems af- 
fecting agriculture. 

“The same problems that af- 
fect the non-Indian affect the In- 
dian,” Mr. Battle noted — and, 
most important of all, to develop 
leadership among the farmers on 
the reservation. : 

Albert Many Fingers, a member 
of the tribal council, delivered the 
Blood reserve report. It urged es- 
tablishment of a competition for 
the best grain farm’and the best 


well as for the best-kept house, 
yard and garden as one method of 
encouraging improvement on res- 
ervation farms, 

The Blood council also suggest- 
ed that no seed or assistance be 
given farmers until their fences 
are in proper condition, 

The Hobbema council, in its re- 
port, read by Councillor Louis 
Crier, reported a trend towards 
small herds. Hobbema too asked 
for consideration ef shorter short 
courses and concentration on sin- 
gle subjects,

Whole turkeys are being 
cut up and divided into five meal- 
sized lots of white and dark meat.
